Gaining the mesa's 
top at last, we passed at once into 
the confines of the towns where

'quaintiy-fashioned houses. Early in the 
diay of the dance though it was, there 
still were signs of active preparation in 
the place. Women were busy baking 
bread, men were mending moccasins and 
painting their faces; maidens sat in open 
doorways having their long, black hair 
rolled into proper forms, while in the 


streets were gathered an array of horse- | 


men, strangers from the near pueblos, 
who had been attracted by the singular 


celebration, During the day we climbed | 
over the creaking ladders at our will, | 
but when the sun, big and red, began to 


near its western resting-place, we gath- 
ered, with the Indians, on the houseto)s 
overlooking the little square in which 
the dance was to be held. In the center 
of the limited space rose a tall, time- 
worn rock, and near it was the edge of 
the mesa, hardly a dozen yards away 
from the houses upon which the pzople 
had gathered. To the right of the stone 


‘the crowd had assembled, the snakes, 
confined in bags, were placed. 

What particular significance the snake 
| dance has 1 do not know. Some declare 
ita prayer for rain, others say it is a 
|shanksgiving for past blessings. The 
truth ofthe matter probably is, that the 
reremony is pereformed by members of 
an order similar to that of the Odd Fel. 
lows or Masons, and has nothing to do 
sither with prayers or thanks. There 
are nearly seventy-five dancers engaged 


svery variety are handled. the rep- 
tiles are caught during the four days 
preceding the fete, and until the ap- 
pointed day are confined in the estufus 
or council chambers of the Mogquis, 
deep, well-like caves, entered through 
small traps that have been excavated be- 
neath the surface of the ground. Those 
conversant withthe facts declure that 
the fangs of the serpent are not removed 
and that the performers are often se- 
'verely bitten. That they do not suffer 
materially from such lacerations is due 
tothe fact that they paint themelves 
with a preparation which prevents the 
poison from taking elfect. The dance 
‘is a ceremony which has been practiced 
fur centuries. The snakes are handled 
with great impunity and are even held 
between the teeth of the performers. 
‘At the conclusion of the dance the 
snakesare deposited in the valley and 
given their freedom, the dancors return- 
ing, hot and weary, to their ecstufas, 
where for another four days they indulge 
‘in the observances of certain forms 
known only to themselves. 


The first to enter upon the dance were > 


a party of men and boys, fifteen in all, 
‘who marched in single file four times 
‘around the pillar of stone. Naked above 
the waist, and painted adeep copper 
color, they wore tunics of reddish cloth, 


and carried in one hand a rattle made: 


‘from a gourd, and in the other a basket 
of sacred meal. Around the ankles were 
a string of antelope hoofs, while hang- 
ing from the waist behind was a fox 
skin. As each man passed the bower 
containing the snakes, he stamped once 
upon the ground, and sprinkled a hand- 
ful of meai upon the boughs, At the 
conclusion of the walk around a line 
was formed directly beneath where we 
stood, and the men began a sing-song 
chant, to the accompaniment of whic 


they slowly moved their bodies back and | 


forth, aud slightly raised first one foot 


while the noise made by shaking the 
rattles seemed to excite all observers. 
| During this dance a second party, whose 
_ advent was hailed with the greatest ap- 
parent delight, filed rapidly into the little 
-enclosure and began a march around 

the oddly fashioned stone. These 
| were the chief performers of the day, 


and numbered fifty seven in all. Dressed ' 
as their predecessors wore, but holdin 

wands made of eagle feathers instead o 
rattles, they had their faces thickly 
painted black and white, and moved 
with slooping figures and downcast eyes.

At 
Batoche, we are told, 18,000 rounds were 
fired, and by good marksmen, beside 
Gatling ammun’'tion and shells; and the 
number of killed and wounded on the 
| side of the half breeds was about thirty.

| A Big Field of Nature's Borax. 


Teel’s marsh, in Nevada, is the most 
productive borax ficid cn the Pacific 
coast.

Then, too, 
we can’t see the priest more than once or 
twice a year, and that’s very inconvenint 
about dying, for pleurisy and consump. 
tion are very headstrong. And there is 
no doctor at all, nor any roots or herbs 
for medicines, We keep alive on pain- 
killer and salts that the traders sell. It’s 
a hard life, and we don't live to be very 
old. We have to do all our own work 
—jack-of-all-trades, you know. When 
we came here to live, my wife and I cut 
all the timber in the winter for building 
these houses, sawed it by hand in a pit, 
and in the spring rafted it down the 
river.”’ 


| The social season of Labrador is the 
winter. There is no fishing then to keep 
| people at home; cutting wood and a little 
hunting are the only occupations. Winter 
lasts about eight months; when the 
, channels among the islands and the bays 
are frozen over, dog teams can run up 
and down the coast for three hundred 
iniles—from Mingan to Bonne Esperance. 
People then go visiting: they carry no

winter homes, as arule, are back some 
miles from the coast, where wood is 
‘handy. Several families who fish at 
Whale Head live on a swamp in winter, 
where the tread of & man along the 
street shakes every house. The Abbe 
Ferland says that in his time—about fifty 
years ago—the hospitality of the coast 
| was such the people on guing away from 
home used to leave food, and sometimes 
even money, on the table, and the doors 
junlocked, that needy travelers might 
, enter and help themselves. But the ad- 
vent of more travelers in these days has 
led to more caution and less generosity. 

These fishermen are not behind other 
seafaring men in either the number of 
their superstitions or the faith they re- 
pose in them. But Labrador, in time, 
will doubtless produce still more aston- 
ishing results in this regard; for what 
»ther region on earth offers such elemen. 
al powers, such weird scenes, such im- 
pressive hardships and horrors? Here is 
a region with»ut a mile of road in three 
thousand miles of coast: I never else- 


where appreciate a wheel and a horse-— 


shoe. Some of these people have no idea 
of the shape an‘ size of a cow or ah ‘rae, 
and they fice like hares at the coming of 
astranger.

The Deliriums of Cocaine. 


Cocaine, the new anesthetic, which as 
a cure for hay-fever and similar troubles 
promises to become a familar antidote, 
carries with it evils as great as opium or 
alcohol, when the habit of its use be- 
comes fixed. A Rochester physician de- 
scribes its peculiar effects upon the sys- 
tem that is addicted to it: 

While a person in normal health is ex- 
hilarated by the use of the drug to such 
an extent that natural cowardice is sup- 
planted by the greatest daring, the slave 
to the drug, though previous to his en- 
thrallment one of the bravest of men, 
becomes the most arrant coward. He 
will not sleep, except at long intervals, 
but never loses his appetite, eating 
heartily as s,on as the nausea induced by 
the injection passes off. No mental fac- 
ulties are clouded or dulled, but owing 
to extreme constipation the victim is a 
prey to lethargy, and will not undertake 
any greit labor or enterprise; becomes 
untidy in person, unclean in thought and 
morally depraved. Some victims hive 
continued their employment, but, on 
account of their aversion to action, with 
great diminution of success. Opium, 
other narcotics and intoxicants used to 
excess, cause persons to becume abso- 
lutely indifferent to all relations, duties 
and obligations; they even become 
brutal, but not nearly so brutal or de- 
praved as the cocaine slaves. 

The victim does not sleep or care to, 
so long as the drug affects nim; he will 
lie awake, happy inthe insomnia, seeing 


everything about him, and yet exhila 


rated to a wonderful degree. Halluci- 
nations come with night, not of the 
pleasant order usually ascribed to opium, 
but ghastly and horrible phantoms to be 
chased away only by light. These imag- 
inary beings creep in through the cracks 
in the door and every other entrance 
conceivable to the diseased mind. Such 
periods are as terrible as the paroxysms 
of delirum tremens,

ers, before our school system can 
work smoothly. If the School 
board adopts a certain text book it 
is discresionary with the commis- 
sioners whether said text-book 
should be used. Our District laws 
are some what conglomerated and 
the sooner Con corrects this 
evil the better it will be for the suc- 
cess of our public school system. 
The teachers pay should be equal- 
ized, as it is now there are some 
teachers receiving more pay than 
what they are entitled to. In the 
present reduction there is as mach 
taken off the teachers pay, who 
are receiving only forty dollars, as 
there is from teachers who receive 
from 1,000 to1,600. The over 
worked teachers are poorly compen- 
sated, while others whose duties 
are light, are receiving a handsome 
salary. With due respect to the 
trustees of the colored schools, we 
are of the opinion that the services 
of the music teachers can be dis- 
pensed with, since the teachers in 
the several schools do the instruct- 
ing iu music, which is being 
done by two special teachers, All 
that is done now by our two special 
teachers is to call and ascertain 
how the pupils are progressiug, 
which duty coald be performed by 
the supervising principals. The in- 
crease pay of the supervising pria- 
cipals is unfair to the female prin- 
cipals, who have the greatest re 
sponsibility. Drawing in the pub- 
lic schools is conducted now, by the 
teachers, hence the services of the 
drawing teacuers can be dispensed 
with and the money made by these 
reductions be given to the teachers 
who do the work. Our local trus- 
tees delegate certain authority to 
their supervising principals, which 
very often conflicts with the author- 
ity vested in the Superintendents. 
We havetwo Superintendents and 
one School board. We had just as 
well ‘have two Boards of trustees 
and a double set of District Commis- 
sioners as to have two Superinten- 
dents. These evils should be cor- 
rected.

stones were rained u the building and 
many windows were* shattered. 

In the midst of the din acry was raised, ‘‘To 
the newspaper office!" and in afew minutes 
the crowd, now numbering several thousand, 
had formed into line and were on the way. 
The mob marched down the pi incipal streets, 
singing and shouting, and made for the office 
of the Morning Herald, a large five-story 

on Victoria squire. Their nuuber 
was considerably increased on the way, and 
surrounded the wewspaper office, several 
thousand strong. The building, which oceu 

ies a prominent position, was brilliantly 
lighted up, and formed a good mark for the 
rioters. The windows were soon smashed, 
and the rioters took full vengeance upon the 
paper, which has been the most active and 
plain spoken about the French Ca.iadians. 

For over half an hour the mob had it all 
their own way, the police remaiming inac- 
tive in the station while the work of destruc 
tion was going on. While engaged at the 
newspaper office, the rioters gave expression 
to various threats, and said that they 
would show the English whether it was 
they or the French who woull rule the 
city. ‘lhe English were roundly abused, and 
a number of viclent scenes occurred. When 
the police did arrive on the scene, the mot 
again formed and marched back through the 
streets to the east end, where they held a 
mass meeting, and, after several infamma 
tory ‘hes, proceeded to the homes of sev- 
eral of the doctors and stoned them. The 
crowd was dispersed after a pumber of po 
licemen had been beatex The military was 

‘ted out next day, and quiet was vestored. 


SCALDED TO DEATH. 


A battery of boners in Clark & Co.'s Solar 
[ron works, Pittsburg, Penn., exploded soon 
after 3 a. m., the other morning, just after the : 
night turn had been relieved by the day force. 
Assoon as the stearn had been cleared away It 
was ascertained that the mud drum of the 
boilers hai exploded. and that the escaping 
steam had scalded seventeen men, of whom 
fourteen were badiy burned and three 
fatally injure!.

There was silence 
for a moment, and then a woman's wail 
was heard and anotber and another, until 
there was a chorus of shrieks and cries of an- 
guish. It wasan awful scene, and the phy- 
sicians, who arrived at this time, said the 
were almost unnerved atthe sight of so mu 
buman suffering. The wounded were found 
lying in a!l positions, some of them so far 
away from the battery that it seeme | im 
sible that they could have been injured by 
the explosion. The namesof the victims are:

weod, puddiler, seriously hurt by flying 
debris; Joseph Steiner, assistant engineer, 
badly bauised and slightly cut; Joseph Neff, 
boy, badly scalded; Franc Neff, badly scalded, 
and Barth Anderson, gauger, dangerously 
burned.
